ebaters f ind Britain 
teeped in tradition

McGiir debaters Gordon Echenberg and Richard Currie returned home last weekend after 
a three-week whirlwind debating tour of the United Kingdom and Ireland. 

At a recent Daily interview, Echenberg, spokesman for the two, expressed his opinions and 
views of the trip 



The debaters found Britain to 
be B 'country of great history and 
tradition, almost to the point of 
being a fault "Segments of Bri- 
tish socièty .are so busy preserv- 
ing history,"'Said Echenberg, "that 
they become incapable of making 
It." 

British youth dltsatisfled 
However, he pointed out that 
there is a trcmendous,Vtiiidercur- 
rent of unre8t£ând<(UuaUsfàcUon, 
paHicularIyf.i|un'àiS Mtl£ig youth. 
Class Btructufè^and^âusjt.cons- 
dousness are çôniing uniwj^ere 
criticism, "even the coniervatives 
speak, of. radical • changes". 

The university students with 
whom Currio and Echenberg came 
into contact' felt that, on the 
whole, the British student body 
was apathetic and exhibited a lack 
of political awareness, "However," 
stated Echenberg, "on the average, 
they are much less politically 
naive than McGiU students". 
Audience participation 
The debates themselves were 
termed very good, and were con- 
ducted on a high and sophisticat- 
ed level. Unlike North American 
spectators, the British audiences 
ore active participants in the de- 
bates, and frequently interrupt 
speakers on points of information 
and points of order. "The speak- 
er doesn't have to' recognize these 



interruptions," Echenberg said, 
"but should he not, immediate 
outcries of 'shame, shame' are 
beard throughout .the halL" 

The house^yo^in these debates 
is unimporantlfand frequently 
goes unnotici'd;ithe -emphasis being 
bv~^the^indlvidual'a abiUty to de- 
bate. 

The reception with which the 
debaters were met was "amazing. 
Wo literally 'wined and dined' at 
almost every place we went. Every 
effort was made to' accomodate 
us". 

"Unfortunately", said Echen- 
ergb, "we did not have the time 
to ■ thoroughly visit the universi- 
ties where we debated, let alone 
the cities in which they were, lo- 
cated". 

Tour accomplishments 

In conclusion, Echenberg felt 
that there were two major gains 
accomplished by the tour. Most 
universities had heard of McGill, 
but knew very little about it. 
"Our visit helped spread the name 
of our university, and enabled us 
to bring back to McGill opinions 
and views of students of other 
universities in another part of the 
world". 

Secondly, it afforded the oppor- 
tunity of comparing the North 
American debating talents and 



techniques with ^those of the an- 
cient and historical debating 
unions of the United Kingdom.

Ground will be broken for the new $3.3 million University 
Centre on its McTavish Street site at 1 pm today. All students ore 
welcome to witness this first step in the construction of the new

Principal Robertson and Stu- 
dents' Sodety ' President H. Son- 
ny Gordon will off idate at. the 
turning of the first sod. Dr. Rob- 
ertson .will be the main speaker 
in the short ceremony. 

A model of the new Centre will 
be mounted on a spedal pedestal 
at the site, which is opposite the 
McTavish Gate and just below 
McGregor. A reception in ' Red- 
path Hall will foUow. 

35 years' effort 

The construction of the build- 
ing will be the culmination of 
35 years of effort by university 
and student authorities. In 1020 
the New Union Committee was 
formed in recognition of the fact 
that the present Students' Union, 
which was designed to accommo- 
date ,100 students, had become ina- 
dequate. The disbanding of this 
ad hoe committee, which In its past 
history has been headed by, some 
outstanding student headen^lis 
looked forward to with great pleas- 
ure. 

The Douglas Brcmner Construc- 
tion and Building Limited has 
been announced as the successful 
bidder for tenders released three 
weeks ago. With the start of cons- 
truction commencing today, it is 
hoped that the Students' Centre 
will be completed by Christmas of 
next year.

Gordon Echenberg, New Union 
Chabrmani who has just return- 
ed from abroad, recently expressed 



thanks to those "who had contri- 
buted so much to the building of 
the Students* Centre"., Among 
these were Guy Dcsbarats, who is 
the prindple architect of the new 
Union, and the man who drew up° 
the plans for Place Ville Marie; 
J. A. Fuller, Chairman of the 
Union Committee of the Board of - 
Governors; and Dr. Robertson who 
has "always shown sympathy for 
the students' cause." 

He also mentioned Phil Gross, 
Director of Physical Plant, who is 
responsible for the University's 
expansion; and the 35 past chair* 
men of the New Union Committee, 
in particular, Robert Carswcll and 
Stuart Smith. 

New Union 

The new building will consist of 
four floors and two basement le- 
vels, thereby encompassing more 
than three times the floor space 
of the present Union. One entire 
floor will be devoted to eating faci- 
lities, thus enabling the Union of 
handle approximately 1,400 stu- 
dents in one hour. 

Among the - Innovations to be 
found in the Centre will be a 
reading room, an espresso "bar, a* 
music room with private booths 
for listening to records, and a 
theatrc-in-the-round. 

Sonny Gordon had this to say 
about the ceremony : "I would 
strongly urge all students to be on 
hand for the sod-turning ceremo- 
ny as an expression of our eager* 
ness to see the speedy completion 
and occupation of the new Univer- 
sity Centre."

The possibility of an empiri* 
cal study of these alternatives» 



Pape noted, was shown by the 
success of the Institute for the 
Study of Conflict Resolution at 
Michigan University. Similar 
research must, he said, be 
coupled with continued direct 
action. 

"The important task of the 
Peace Movement today," Ho- 
norary Chairman Dimitri Rous- 
sopoulos said, "is the creation 
of a peace constituency. Wo 
have already succeeded in im- 
pressing our aim on the public 
mind, now we must gain sup- 
port through education." 



Asked if the CUCND's entry 
into foreign policy would. re- 
qubre action on an interna- 
tional level, Roussopoulos re- 
plied that the movement was, 
since January, a member of 
the Internotional Confedera- 
tion for Disarmament and 
Peace.

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A turning point

, In Kenya, Tom Mboya Ib, known. OB Jogoo (jaw-go) tho Swalilll word for cock. It Is a fitting 
nomo for ono who eomblnoB color arid swagger/ Mboya Is one of the few African polltlelani who 
have made an impact In North America and It Is here that he Is most widely misunderstood. The 
position of Mboya within Kenya Is not appreciated by Americans or Canadians as a whole. An 
accurate asfojjmenl of the man and his Influence is therefore needed. A highly tentative effort 
v/ill be mode hei;e. 



Today at 1 pm the Principal, nfiembers of the Board 
of Governors, members of the Faculty, architects, 
students leaders both past and present, and, we 
hope, a large number of students will gather at an 
empty lot just north of Peterson Hall to witness an 
.historic event. 

This event Is, of course, the sod-turning ceremony 
which will officially begin construction of the new 
University Centre. It Is an pccasion which brings to 
an end thirty-five years of effort on the part of 
generations of students, and it is fitting that as many 
as possible of those currently studying at McGill 
should be present to see it take place. 

it Is unnecessary at this point to mull over the 
details of the long struggle for a New Union, or to 
reiterate the desperate need for such a structuire. The 
host of dignitaries who will attend the ceremony Is 
proof that the University has, at long last, fully 
recognized the urgency of building a New Union; 
for the students, who. have had to cope with the 
inadequacy of the Old Union for many years, the 
occasion is one of even greater significance. 

Many now at McGill will not use the New Union, 
and some will probably not even see the completed 
structure. Nevertheless, all should be present today, 
because the ceremony represents tnore than just the 
beginning of construction of a long-awaited building. 

However important the other construction projects 
around the campus niay be, the New Union, inore 
than any of these, symbolizes to the student body 
at large the beginning of a new era. McGill Is em- 
barking on a period of expansion so vast that the 
graduates this May will have trouble feeling at home 
during their first homecoming five years hence. 
Thousands more students Will by then be attending 
lectures in hundreds of new classrooms. The campus 
will hove spread from the rather tightly knit core 
of today up onto Pine Avenue and along McGregor. 
Street. The centre of this new campus, in geographical 
location as well as in name, will be the New Union, 
the University Centre. 

The New Union will not be merely an improved 
and enlarged version of the present building.' It will 
play a different role . In the lives of the students, 
because within d very short space of time the campus 
and indeed the University itself, will have a different 
character from what it does today. 

Construction has already begun on various of the 
, University's other new buildings, such as the new 
Arts Building and the Roscoe Wing of RVC. But none 
of these can really mean as much, to all the .students, 
as the construction of the New Union, either in terms 
of the effort that they have put into it, or In the 
promise it holds for them in years to come. 

^^^gfeY^yrge every student who possibly can to attend 
irttiefœremony — it Is truly a turning point in thie 
history of McGill. 



First thé man himself must 
be understood.^ Mboya came to 
Nairobi during the ,Hau Mau 
Emergency when thé Klkuyus 
had been removed to their re- ' 
serve. Ttie vacuum thus created 
in the labour market was filled 
by the Luo tribe pt Western 
Kenya and Mboya joined the 
influx of his fellow tribesmen. 
He worked for some - years as 
a water Inspector and his rise 
to prominence came through 
the Kenya Federation of Labour 
which wns virtually his own 
creation. During the Emergency 
a ban had been placed on na- 
tional parties so Mboya formed 
one in Nairobi. Herein lies the 
source of his power — the great 
Influence which he holds over 
the African workers of the na- 
tion's capital, through labour 
and political organizations. 

FoUowtag the lifting of the 
Emergency Mboya rapidly rose 
to a position of prominence 
within the Kenya African Na- 
tional Union. But his position 
is by no means one of unlimited 
power or Influence as many 
observers of Kenya polities 
would have us believe. Indeed, 
Mboya Is as widely hated and 
feared as he is idolized — per- 
haps more widely. 

Although he has had little 
formal education he Is a man 
of Immense natural intelligence 
and ability. He is also incorrig- 
ibly arrogant. In his early days 
in Nairobi he was lean and 
hungry — not unlike Cassius. 
He Is almost unrecognizable in 
his early pictures. These days 
the sleek Mboya can be seen 
around Nairobi in his big Mer- 
cedes sporting loud red sport- 
shirts and swaggering his way 
through the admiring throngs. 
This Is not to be wholly critical 
— ono has to admUre Mboya's 

• intelligence and his . insights. 
But his arrogance . and ' Im- 
patience have caused, great 
problems , within Kenya. Some 
Kenyans who tmtàt agree with 
what he says regret at the same 
time that he does not reveal 
those characteristics of leader- 

. ship that vrould bring him to 
persuade and convince Instead 
of ridiculing. He has no patience 
with political opponents. 

It is obvious to all that Mboya 
aspires to the position of Ken- 
yalta. His Intransigent fight to 
have' Kenyatta released from 
detention (which was ' shared 
by many others) was probably 
motivated. In part, by his am*, 
billon. This Is not to impute 
Insincerity. Mboya's constant 
•ssoclatlon with Kenyatta Is rl- 
dlculad by the Opposition party, 
KADU. At one .election rally 
a KADÙ speaker claimed It had 
now' got to' the "stage . where 
Kenyatta would : riot go to ' the 
toilet unless Mboya was there. 
It Is as Kenyalla'B heir appa- 
rent that Mboya has attracted 
the aHention of tho Western 
politicians. It Is precisely In 
this role that Mboya Is most 
insecure. 

• 

Thé arrogance and ambition 
which . make 'Ihim . so hated by 
the Opposition; ("that clever 
rabbit'') , are 'no; le«8 ' offensive 
to iibiai^ellbw. , members of 
KANU^'^'Although' Mboya has 
becomé identified outside' and 
inside of Kenya with Western 
interests this identification may 
not be wholly warranted. Never- 
theless it counts against him in 
certain circles within his own 
party. Mboya has become 'iden- 



tified with what is essentially 
one wing of his parly — tho 
wing that tends toward the 
. West. This has arisen, in part, 
through his trade union activ- 
ities but there is evidence to 
suggest that Mboya Is every, bit 
as much of a neutralist as are 
Nkrumah.and Nasser. It Is Just 
,that at this stage Mboya feels 
the West has more to offèr 
Kenya. His consistent Intransl- 
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gence toward the existence of 
British military bases In Kenya 
territory, has 'not been the posl- . 
tlon of a blind tool of Western 
interest nor of one who will 
cynically deny all principle hi 
order to gabi immediate ad- 
vantage. Mboya Is a socialist, 
neutralist African realist and 
an admirer of Nkrumah, al- 
though he has had disagree- 
ments with him. He is above 
all, a believer in Pan African- 
ism. Nevertheless the label 
"Western" has stuck, partly to 
his political disadvantage, part- 
ly contributing to a false evalu- 
ation in the West 

As suggested above, Mboya's 
succession to the leadership of 
Kenya Is by no means assured. 

Within the party he is con- 
fronted by the powerful Ogln- 
ga Odlnga.i— ^ a, fellovf tribes- 
man. Odinga^wlalds great pow- 
er among thé'- Liie and has 
earned for himself the title 
"Father of Iho Luo". In any 
given situation he can deliver 
far more votes for KANU than 
Mboya can. In the formal party 
hierarchy, Odinga Is ranked se- 
cond to Kenyatta and holds a 
cabinet pott senior to Mboya. 
Odtnga Is a great admirer of 
People's China and his cons- 
tant dress Is that of the Chlneto 
leaders. This does not mean he 
Is a Communist but II Is Indica- 
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live of a vary different outlook 
from that of Mboya. Mboya has 
got U.S. and Canadian scholar- 
ships for Kenyans, Odlnga has 
got Eail European and Russian 
ones. He Is not without Influ- 
ence and conneellens In Cairo. 

Around the time of-theyelec- 
tion last spring one of Nairobi's 
dailies, the Dailu Nation, called ' 
upon Kenyatta to appoint a 
successor to consolidate party 
unity. It suggested James Gi- 
churu, the very able Klkuyu 
who Is Finance Minister. The 
suggestion was not an unreason- 
able one. It Is possible that the 
party might decide to turn its 
leadership over to such a third 
man for there are a large num- 
ber of party members not clear- 
ly committed to either camp. 
In calculating possibilities for 
party leadership one cannot 
discount the many highly in- 
flucntial' and able Klkuyus who 
are the ones who really give 
the Kenyatta government its 
competence and strength. Al- 
though- Odinga and Mboya are 
the most prominent leaders, in 
that order, behind Kenyatta, one 
must never forget that the Kt- 
ktiyus still form the effective 
éore of KANU and many have 
never forgiven the Luos f or 
muscUng them out of thei^ijol».. 
There., are radical,.,y^emânits'

Miami U. dismisses editor,

MIAMI (CPS-CUP) — The" 
University of Miami student 
publications board dismissed 
the editor of its newspaper, The 
Hurricane, two weeks ago, but 
denied charges that this was 
due to a controversial editorial 
which urged greater participa» 
tlon of Negroes in campus 
activities. 

University of Miami Vice-Pre- 
sident, H. Franklin Williams, 
said Monday that there is a 
requirement that all students 
carry a full class load and that 



editor Elayne Gilbert fell below 
that standard. î'It is not true 
that Miss Gilbert was taken to 
task for the edltoriaL The uni- 
versity extends a great, deal of 
freedom to its students." 

Miss Gilbert said that two 
teachers dropped her from their 
courses without any warning 
and that It "occurred Immedia- 
tely after my editorial." 

The editorial charged that 
there are no Negroes in any of 
the athletic departments and 
urged an end to possible frater- 
nity discrimination.
